evolved and means that .Italy wants to 
Ue^treated ori the same basis that Ger- 
many. ,was in the JDawes plan, namely 
the full amount of-Indebtedness should 
be set "aside in favor of a sum. that 
really cpiild 'be paid. 


Italy would-hot'object, of course, to 


payment of the full sum if a hundred 
years or so were allowed for the pe- 
riod of paying:.' "But 'there is'no au- 
thority %-ested in the World war'fund- 
ing 'commission to go beyond the 25 
year period - prescribed by congress 
though there is some-flexibility about 
the terms of interest and there may 
be some inclination to give the Ital- 
ians a postponement of Interest pay- 
ments for a few years with a possible 
reduction of the amount of the same 
If satisfactory understanding could be 
reached as to the funding of the prin- 
cipal. 


If America rejects the.Italian pro- 


posals, made as they are conscien- 
tiously and with' due recognition of a 
disturbed political and economic situ- 
ation in Italy, the criticism cannot be 
made that the Italians did not come 
least.

Not Much Money In Being A 


Grass Widow In This County 


After Alie. the gay young matron, 


has tried married life for three, or 
maybe six whole months, she goes to 
Reno or Paris, gets her divorce and 
lives sumptuously and 
luxuriously 


from the thousands a generous 
di- 


vorce court awards her in alimony— 
in the movies. But in actual life in 
Outagamie-co being a grass 
widow- 


has its drawbacks. Records in the of- 
fice of the clerk of court here show 
that $15,069 was divided among ap- 
proximately 55 divorced women dur- 
ing 1924, which would give each of 
them an average of about $274 a year 
to live on, and a year has 365 days. 


Actually the average monthly ali- 


mony in this county is from $10 to 
$13, although one divorced husband 
was forced to provide his ex-wife with 
$150 a month at one time. 
This 


couple did not stay divorced for Jong. 
Evidently they found That two could 
live more cheaply together, for after 
several months they 
buried 
the 


hatchet and resumed their wedded 
bliss where it had ended before. 


MAKE IT PAYABLE 


There is no specific scale of alimony 


by -which the court is governed. Gen- 
erally care is taken that the amount 
set is not so higlTthat the -provider 
prefers to leave the country, - 'rather 
than pay it. This consideration may 
be said to rule rather than the 
de- 


sires of- the wife, who generally pre- 
fers to take what she can get rather 
than nothing at all. 


In paying alimony the- husband does 


not give the money to his former 
helpmeet, but sends or brings it to 
the clerk of the court. It is put into 
the fund kept for this purpose and 
paid to the proper party by the clerk. 
Sometimes it happens that the man 
forgets his duties and lets the payee 
wait. In that case the woman noti- 
fies the divorce counsel, who m turn 
notifies the clerk of court. The clerk 
sends the delinquent a statement of 
his arrears,-and this generally brinss^ 
quick action. But if the delinquent 
fails to pay within 20 days of receipt 
of his statement, the sheriff is noti- 
fied, the man is arrested and wheels 
of justice start grinding. 


Sometimes 
imprisonment is 
the 


punishement meted out for such 
a 


lapse, but as the man has no means 
of earning money with which to pay 
his alimony in jail, he generally 
is 


reprimanded or placed under suspend- 
ed sentence. If he repeats his of- 
fense, however, he is almost certain 
to be given plenty of time to think 
of his lapse behind an .iron grille. 


Cases of reconciliation between di- 


vorced couples" occur about once in a 
year, according to the, clerk of the 
court, and a couple has-been known 
to try to make a new start twice in 
succession, but both attempts proved 
disastrous.

••' built by the Canadian government in the 


last 100 years. . The first canal was be- 


> pin in 1824 and opened in 1829. It con- 


tained 36 lift locks (to lift from the level 
•f Lake Ontario to Lake Erie, a lift of 
326 feet): the locks were built of oak in 
those days: the,lock chambers were only 
110 feet long. 22 feet wide and 8 feet 
deep, so naturally, no boat longer than 
110 feet, or 22.feet wide or drawing more 


. than 8 feet of water could get into the 


lock chambers, and thus be lifted, through 
each of the 36 lift locks, into Lake Erie. 


In less than 25 years, the second canal 


had to be built to permit larger and 
longer boats to pass through the locks, 
freely, from the upper lakes. Superior. 


- Michigan. Huron and Erie, into Lake On- 


,tario, and thus into the St. Lawrence it- 
self. 
So. between 18+2 and 1850 the 


second canal, known as the "*01d Welland

The lock chambers arc 820 
feet long (the largest of all the American 
ships, the Leviathan, is only a little 
longer, and il has been" decided by ship- 
ping authorities that the smaller ships of 
twenty to thirty thousand tons registry 
arc the practical si/.c for cargo money- 
makers) and the lock chambers arc 83 foot 
wide.

tury." 'And,why so high in the United 
States? "Because the potential ancestors., 
of murderers, in the late,eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries. • were 
not 


hanged."' "Why did they escape? "Exist- 
ing government was too weak to track 
them down and execute them, especially 
in the west * * * and the qualities^ dar- 
ing and enterprise that went with their 
murderousuess were so valuable that it 
was socially profitable to overlook their 
homicides.'' 


Between 1776 and 1865 the pair of 


writers estimate that "probably 100.000 
men.altogether were murdered in the ter- 
ritory west of the Ohio" and "not 100 
murderers were formally executed."'

Ol'R FRIEND THE SNAKE 


Instinct is stroncer than reason in an cmcr 


cency. and prejudice seems stronger than instinct, 
Many observations have proved that the common 
fear of snakes is not Instinctive, but a matter 
of education. 
Infants show no fear until they 


been taught by their elders that snakes are 


to be feared. 
The less one knows about snakes 


the moie one fears them. People who know much 
.ibout snakes have no fear of any kind of snake, 
though they have respect for the venomous kinds 
ind they'know whether a snake is of the venomous 
<ind when they see it. 
People who are well in 


formed in/ this branch of natural history not only 
'eel no fear or repulsion for the co.nmon snakes 
but often admire the beauties of snakes and c\en 
cultivate beautiful specimens as pets. 
I don't 


know enough about snakes myself to be able to 
understand this, but I know enough about snakes 
:o realize that they are our friends and that it is 
ciuel to kill them wantonly as so many people do. 


People so steeped in ignorance of nature as to 


believe that mosquitoes develop from nothing but 
he shade of tall grass, weeds or underbrush are 
ikciy to believe that the forked tongue of the 
common harmless snake is a "stinger" and the 
deeper their ignorance the harder it is to make 
hem understand the rldculousness of that notion 
!:at 
mosquitoes or any other form of life can 


arise spontaneously or without parentage. The 
ongue of a snake has nothing to do with the fangs, 
OUR sharp teeth in the upper jaw, and1 through 
hese teeth the venom or poison is injected into 
he wound made by the fang or fangs. 


Even bites by the venomous snakes found in 


Vorth America—rattlers, copperhea'ds. moccasins, 
jhicfly—are not nearly so fata! as the popular 
rejudice leads one to imagine. Raymond L. Dit- 
tiars curator of reptiles at the New York Zoologi- 
al park asserts that more than 100 persons have 
ied from snake bite in the 'United States annually 
or three years past, but he has not heard of a 
ingle death from snake bite ih Ne\v York. New 
ersoy or Xew England in the last 15 years. In 
>ne county in Xorth Carolina, he tells us. three 
arsons died from rattlesnake bites one summer. 
!r. Ditmars merely estimates. 
As a general rule 


ersons bitten by rattlesnakes soon recover. Fa- 
alities are certainly rare' in proportion with the 
umber of persons bitten. 
A pretty reliable way to distinguish the venom- 
us snake from the harmless kind is the shape of 
he head, which is triangular with widened jaws 
n the venomous snake and round or narrow in 
be harmless, varieties. 
The venomous snake has 


vertical or eliptical pupil, like a cat's, and the 


armless snake a round pupil like a man's. The 
enomo'us snakes of North America are mainly pit 
ipers. that is. there is a pit or depression on each 
ide of the head in front of the eye—while the 
armless kind has no such depressions in the head. 
Some of the common harmless black snakes and 
•ater snake are useful because they destroy field 
ermin. and certam kinds may be considered good 
riends to man because they kill venomous snakes. 
Dr. H.'F. Biggar reports in a recent number of 
he Central Journal of Homeopathy that iodine op- 
lied in and about the wound and administered in- 
ernally is an effective antidote for rattlesnake 
Olson.

Come from

Babson Park, Mass. — Roger \v. 


Babson Saturday commented on the 
present inconsistency of high stock 
market prices with poor 
business 


conditions. He states that this para- 
doxical condition cannot indefinitely 
continue. 
He explains what will, in 


his opinion, be the final result of this 
situation. 
His full statement is as 


follows: 


WATCH THE WEATHER 


"Durinsr the last high point of the 


stock'market in January, a condition 
very dissimilar to that of the present 
time existed; that 
is. stocks 
were 


high but business was fairly good. At 
that time the situation was the 
in- 


evitable result, of the .conditions fol- 
lowing the Coolidge victory last fall: 
when people heavily bought both se- 
curities and 
merchandise. 
Today, 


however, the situation is entirely 
changed, although it is only natural 
that following such optimistic condi- 
tions we should go into a period when 
people let up in their buying. Life 
consists largely in a. balancing of ac- 
tivities: thus an active stock market 
follows an inactive one and an inac- 
tive merchandise market follows an 
active one. Moreover weather this past 
winter and spring has been very ab- 
normal in all section of the country 
and this has upset both manufactur- 
ing and 
retailing 
programs. 
We 


once watched the weather for its ef- 
fect on the crops which determined 
the railroad earnings. 
These 
earn- 


ings were then a great factor in de- 
termining stock market prices, since 
railroad stocks were about the only 
ones traded actively. 
As industrial 


stocks came into greater prominence, 
speculators gave less attention to the 
crops and during the past few years 
crop reports have been much less im- 
portant as a stock 
market 
factor. 


Now, however, 
it is being realized 


that tile-weather is an important fac: 
tor in determining the profits of our 
great industrial concerns and that 
weather is the most important factor 
in determining merchandise^ sales. 
The stock "market", however, has not 
yet" reflected the abnormal weather 
of the past eight months. 


TOO MANY RETAILERS 


"Fundamental conditions are fairly 


normal at the present time. Money 
ife easy, crops are fair, labor in most 
sections is normally employed, capital 
Is comparatively free from labor d:s- 
'.urbances. wages are good, 
failures 


are normal. _ car loadings are heavier 
than sever^"before, and building is still 
very active. 
The 
difficulty 
today 


'eems to be "that there is not enough 
retail trade to support the tremen- 
dous number of people who are in the 
retail business an.l to keep busy the 
manufacturing capacity which 
was 


created during the war. 
"When we 


take any one commodity we find that 
the total volume of business in that 
commodity 
compares 
exceedingly 


well with previous years and is above 
»he ten year ax-arage: but we also 
find that the manufacturers making 
this commodity and the storekeepers 
selling this commodity are making lit- 
tle or no money. The question 
is: 


ls> the present difficulty due lo tile 
people not buying eunuch goods or is 
it (Jue to a too great manufacturing 
rapacity and too many retailers? I 
bellex'e very strongly that the diffi- 
culty is an abnormally large manu- 
fa«-turlng capacity and the great in- 
crease in retailers. 
Thus it will be 


seen .when studying fundamental con- 
ditions that various factors like easy 
money. t°nd to 'make stock 
market 


prices high: while other factors, like 
weather, tend to make manufacturing 
and retailing profits small. 


"As a result of these conditions we 


today have even higher stock market 
vrices than in January and 
poorer 


business conditions in many indus- 
tries and many section".

LOOKING TO THE FALL- 


I find forecasters busy saying what 


lias been repeated in this department^ 
many^times'in the last three months, 
namely, that the outlook for the fall 
is now pretty well bound up with 
the crop outlook. . But it is necessary 
to take great care in understanding 
this observation. 
Business is, gener- 


illy speaking, in a fairly sound con- 
dition. Buying is a good rate, money 
is plentiful, stocks in manufacturers' 
and dealers' hands are pretty well-de- 
pleted. Europe is buying and is bet- 
ter financed to carry her purchases— 
everything 
is well 
bala'nced for a 


good 
fall. 
Xo\v, if we have good 


crops our chief trouble will be once 
again to restrain inflation. Business 
will approach boom proportions.

WILL CHANGE 


OLD BATTERIES 


Bureau of Standards Makes 


Investigation of Claims in 
Laboratory 


Changing the solution in a storage 


battery does not charge it. An investi- 
gation has recently been made at the 
Bureau of Standards of certain bolu- 
tions which were said to charge bat- 
teries instantly, or in a shoit time a.« 
compared 
with the usual 
process. 


These tests have shown that batteries 
containing the^e solutions, contrary to 
the claims made for them, behave in 
accordance with well established laws 
of electrochemistry. 


Analysis revealed these solutions to 


contain 38 to 42 per cent of sulphuric 
acid, which is about the amount in 
the ordinary electrolyte of an auto- 
mobile battery when charged. In some 
of them were found also significant 
amounts of sodium or magnesium a* 
well as coloring matter. The sodium 
may have been added as soda, lye, or 
Glauber salts; 
the magnesium 
as 


Epsom salts. The use of sodium sul- 
phate (Glauber salts) in batteries i-^ 
an old stoty. It was suggested more 
than 35 years ago, but various auth- 
orities since that time have stated 
that such mateilal is without benefi- 
cial effect. Tins has been confirmed 
by the uican's 
recent experiments 


which show the rate of suTphation of 
plates to be unaffected by even 4 to 5 
per cent of Epsom salts or Glauber 
salts. 


Comparison was made between bat- 


teries containing these solutions and 
similar batteries containing electrolyte 
of 
sulphuric 
acid 
of 
equivalent 


strength. Xo essential differences were 
shown in the charging, the voltage, 
the efficiency, or the 
temperature. 


When a battery is said to be charged 
it is understood that the battery is 
fully charged. /A. battery which is 
almost completely discharged may 
have nearly the same voltage as one 
that is charged. In this condition it 
may be able to 'operate the starter 
of an automobile, but this fact can 
not be taken as evidence that the 
battery is fully charged. It takes as 
long to fully charge a battery con- 
taining one of these solutions as to 
charge a similar battery containing 
the ordinary electrolyte. 


The indiscriminate addition of these 


solutions to a battery is not advisable, 
although in some cases no great harm 
may be done. If the solution is used 
to replace the electrolyte of a com- 
pletely discharged battery as is usual- 
ly the case, the battery may be spur- 
red on to give a. little more current 
because the plates retain a surplus 
of active material. When the battery 
is recharged by an electric current the 
specific gravity will rise much too 
high. This is because the acid formed 
at the plates by the charging current 
is added to the acid already present 
in the solution. In the Bureau's ex- 
periments it rose to 1.365. This is 
not desirable because the local action 
or self discharge within the battery 
is materially increased. A battery con- 
taining one of these solutions lost 47 
per cent of its charge in 4 weeks as 
compared with S per cent which was 
lost by a similar buttery with the or- 
dinary solution. Batteries containing 
solutions of higher than normal speci- 
fic gravity often give less capacity at 
high rates rff <lischargc. as when 
cranking the engine of an automobile, 
depending upon the behavior of the 
negative plates. The higher the speci- 
fic gravity of the electrolyte the more 
injurious is the action upon the sep- 
arators. It is a well rcconizcd prin- 
ciple in battery operation that acid 
should be added only to replace that 
which may have l«ecn spilled, or in 
rare instances to adjust the specific 
gravity to the required standard after 
the completion of a full charge. 


Although the materials and color- 


ing 
matter 
considered individually 


may be harmless, the disadvantages 
In using such solutions more than off- 
sot any temporary gain. The usual 
electrolyte °r l>urc sulphuric acid and 
water, adjusts! to the proper specific 
gravity at the completion of a full 
charge, is believed to be the best.
